clpss will make & vigorous fight to bring about
a fusion of Southern whites and blacks, land-
owners and laborers; as in a common cause,
and that to this end the late Sonthern white
master will not hesitate to meet his black

form Iaid down by Congress—the political
equality of whites and blacks.

Of all the wonders of the ninsteenth centn ry I
the most astounding and the most gratifying
is this wonderful revolution universally inau-
gurated in the South under the decisive re-
construction laws of Congress. A mighty
revolution was effected by the late war for the
Union in the total abolition of African slavery;
for this was the removal of the foundations
upon which the whole superstructure of the
gocinl, religlous, and political institutions of
the lute slave States rested. Recomstruetion,
upon the basis of universal liberty aund civil
and political equality, thus became inavitable;
but from the beginning to the end of Presi-
dent Johnson'’s lialf-way experiments it was
made manifest that even lor generations to
come, §o long as there were any reservations
of discretion left to the raling white class of the
Rebel States, those States would be held back
ander the hope of a restorationof the old
order of things—at least to the extent of a re-
construction on the old vivil and political dis-
tinctions of race and color,

But Congress has golved the problem. From
Virginia to Texas there is an active, earnest |
movement among the Southern whites in re- |
coguition of the civil and political equality of |
the blacks. It is a revolution casting out
those fixed ideas of two hundred years' growth
—those idens resulting from negro bondage
upon which the Federal Constitution was
founded, and npon which the Government
lias been administered for three-quarters of a
century. I8 not this great revolution in |
Southern ideas the most remarkable of all the
revolutions in the history of mankind? In
the Oriental nations, and in Greece and Rome, |
the transition from the restraints of slavery to |
the equalities of freedom was easy, becanse |
slavery was not marked by the enduring badge
of color. The spme may be said of the emanci-
pation of the serfs of Russia. But American
slavery, limited to the negro, and resting upon |
the religious belief of the negro's divinsly
appointed subjection as a slave to the white
wan, is & totally diflerent thing. Still with
us, even yet, in nearly all the Northern States, |
political distinetions against the negro, re-
sulting from negro slavery in the South, more
or less prevail.

All thege things considered, we can hardly
believe the reports of our correspondents or
the evidence of our senses tonching this won-
derful revolution in Southern ideas. Thus,
for example, stands General Wade Hampton,
of Bouth Carolina, a disfranchised leader of
the Rebellion, pleading the old abolition plea
of “liberty, equmality, and fraternity’’ to a
meeting of blacks, who only the other day
wero his absolute slaves, and regarded by
himself as divinely placed under his sovereign
will and pleasure as their lord and master.
Neither suffering nor policy could work such
a change single-handed; but where helpless-
ness, necessity, and sound policy combine,
even those old Southerninborn ideas, inherited
with a thousand negro slaves—ideas which
have survived a four years' disastrons war for
the sovereign rights of slavery, are vanyuished
and dismissed, :

General Wade Hampton represents the in-
terests of the Bouthern landholders agninst
Henator Wilson and the interests of the Re-
publican party. As the contest goes on, the

lines dividing the fature political parties of
the South will begin to appear, and the ten- |
dencies of the negro vote. At present it ssems
to be drifting to the Republican cawp, and
under some vague notion that confiseation is
to crown the work of emancipation, but when
this fallaoy is '“ﬁll"-‘-“"d. ns it must be, the
Southern negro will take a clearer view of his
politival poliey, nnd will shape his conrse
accordingly. eantime it will be intensely
interesting to watch the devolopments of this
new political era in the Sonth, and its reaction
upon our pelitical partics in the North.

Our Gold and Sllver Resources—Why 18
Minlpg Unprofitable?

From the Times.
There are some curious anomalies in the
Lusiness of mining for the precious metals,
and they are admirably illustrated in Mr, J.
Ross Browne's report to the Secretary of the
Treasury on the minernl resources of the |
States and Territories west of the Rocky |
Mountains. Anapproximate estimate shows
the annual product of the Pacifie slope to be
in excess of £100,000,000, California's share
of contribution to this aggregate has been, for
the last four years, about ome-third of the
whole amount, although in 1851, when the
vast influx of prospectors and panmers had
bronght the productiveness of her shallow |
Udiggings'' to its culmination, her yield was
#65,000,000,  Since that time the placers, the
gourea of two-thirds of the gold product, have
steadily decréased in profitable working, and |
although the quartz interest has proportion-
ably increased and is rapidly Lringing itself |
into a condition of regulurity and trustworthi- |
ness, yet the gold product of the State has
grown less every year. We had a vivid ex-
emplification of the importance of our annual
gold erop during the commercial and tinancial
erigis in Europe last full, when, within sixty
days, San Francisco exported 12,000,000 in
hard gold and silver to sustain American credit
and its Eoglish holders, Not only so, but
thare is a etriking fact whieh it is hard to
| yealize, that the prodoct of procious metals |
| for last year on our Western oonst exeseds all |
the gold and silver in the National Troasury
and in all the banks of all the States, although
it was less than for many yeira bufore.
But, mot \\'itli.‘l:’lll'“l\l_‘ the ilu]t:'n-‘_—iiuu of
wealth we get from conning over these state-
ients, the production of all this bullion has
not been & source of muoh profit to the men
whose onpital and labor brought it forth,
Indeed, the proportion of California iners
who have acquired fortunes is much less than
that of Ilinois farmers. This may to some
extent, perhaps, be accounted for by the rise
of real estate !u the States east of the Missourd,
bat the same principle holds good in Californis
itgell. The f'uh-lu:tl revenne returng show
that, ontslde of the cities, the majority of large
incomes are rather in the agricultaral than the
mining distriots, and this when the mining
lnterests are far less pressed upon by taxation
than the fnrming.
There have Lwen varions reasons for this
strange stale of affairs. The most obvious
was the unsettled and shifting character of
the mining population; and, in its turn, that
was produced not ounly by the abnermal ex-
citeraent of gold hunting and the imercurial
diaposition of the adventurers to rash in any
dirbetion after the merest rumos of & trace of
gold, but also by the uncertain tenure by
which they held their olaims., No man conid
own his wine except by the imperfect and
shaky title of custom and miners’ regulations,
Hence there was no desirs to enltivate or im-
prove the land, except just so far a8 was ab-

It is diffeult, at the start, to get a really good
olaim. If the {wnpn:rt_v bas been opened and
proved, it s held at a “fanoy price.” If it ls
undaveloped, (8 “indications’ may befollowed
by thonsand of dollars and years of labor, and
prove barren In the ond,  Bat look atthe
numberless mings really rioh in precious metal
that have come to naught. Of aver 270,000, (00
of gilver extracted from Nevada mines not one-
thilrd returned to the capitalists whose monsy
had paid for the property, the machinery, and
the Iabor, and sustained untold ‘‘pssess-
ments,” In California it has been the same.
When the placers began to be left for the
more enduring and steady quartz  veins,
many small but exceedingly rich claims
ware owned by combinations of two
of three partmers only. Then the expeunses
ware directly and economically administered,
the chances, and, Indeed, ths motives for
peculation were wanting, and a combination
of emall capital and hard work brought a
legitimate return of sfeady, sure (and often
enormons) profit. Then began the company-
furor. The temporary productiveness of the
mines brought alout huge Incorporations,
vast stock capitals, inflated prices, and ex-
travagant notions of progpective value. Single
“leet” in some few mines, originally costing
two or three dollars, psid monthly dividends
of from 300 to #5600, and commanded prices
from 500 to #15,000, On the strength of these
resulls, over excitement set in, undue gpecn-
Intion followed in new and untried mines,
wild extravagance was the order of the day
among the company officers; splendid offices,
costly furniture, expensive ‘“dmproved” ma-
chinery, and ull the long list of follies brought
their natural result, We need not look all
the way to California for the effects, We are
here in the same plight, and there i3 many a
mun who oan testify to the truth of the fore-
going picture,

A notable example of it is a well-known
mine in Nevads, which, ander the onutious
and economical management of its four origi-
nal owners, pald at the rate of #20,000 per
month., (M conrse It must be sold to a com-
pany. It was thus sold, and the company
managed in two years’ time to spend 200,000
upon it, to take nothing out, and finally to
g0 wind themselves up that the property
passed out of their hands into the control of
a few practical men who were able to buy up
its bonds and get the whole thing into their
own power. Within two months after the
second change, the sensible administration of
the few managers who were directly intorested,
produced a yield of 267,000 {rom the “played-
out' mine,

The fault, generally, i2 not s0 much in the
mines, then, asin the miners—or rather the
mine-owners, who subscribe vast sums of
money to be frittered away by incompetence
and extravagance, or pocketed by downright
peculation. Combined capital is” one of the
levers of the modern world, buot it must be
applied to mining, just as to every other en-
terprise, in a practical, econcmnical, judicious,
and business-like manner, or capitalists will
find that their money has been worse than
wasted, and their falsely named “enterprise
will bring no return.

France and Prussin,
From the Trimes,

We have at length an official statewent from
the French Giovernment in regand to the ne-
gotintions with Holland respecting the cession
of Luxembourg, On the 5th inst, the Marquis
de Moustier, in reply to gqunestions from seve-
ral deputies, announced in the Corps [igis-
latif that the Government had broughtto the
consideration of this matter “‘thoughts only
of conciliation and peace.” France had not
raised the question of Ler own accord. At-
tracted by the undecided position of Luxem-
bourg, France made several unofiicial commu-
nications on the subject to Holland, when the
Duteh Cabinet indisereetly let ont the secret
to Prussia, This gave the question an inter-
national character, and introduced elements
which France wounld have been glad to keep
in the background until the purchase could
have been quietly arranged and actually con-
summnted, Prussia answered the revelations
of the Dutch Calinet by an appeal to the
treaty of 1839, and thus blocked the little
game whiclh the Emperor of France was so
yuietly playing. Upon this Napoleon assures
the world that in ocasting his eyes upon the
convenient Duchy he always kept in view the
consent of Holland, the examination of the
treaties of the great powers, and the wishes of
the inhabitants of Luxembourg, wlo were Lo
L allowed the privilege of deciding, by nni-
versal sufirage, whether they would be sold to
France or join the North German Confederavy.
As France is still willing to abide by these
views, and to examine the guestion in concert
with the other great powers, the Marjuis de
Monstier, speaking for his imperial master,
believes that the peace of Europe caunnot e
disturbed.

This is the offivial view of the situation.
We lind, however, that the French papers,
as a general rule, see the matter in a lesd
favorable light, and are inclined to regand
war as not lmprobable. La Franco admits
that the time may come when the Ewmperor
may be compelled to vindicate the national
dignity against the obstinute refnsal of the
(terman Btates to grant the guarantess to
which France may consider herself éntitled.
Another journal, which hias never favorad the
annexation of the Duchy, takes Lthe smme tone.
The question, it says, 15 no longer one ol
torritorial aggrandizement, but one of nationsl
dignity and influence. Franee cannot afford
to put forward pretemsions and renonnwe
them at the bidding of another power. To
do g0 would be to annonnee her own downfall
from the lirst rank among nations to a lower
position than Spain ever ocoupied. Having
taken u positive stand In regard to Luxem:
bourg, she must maintain it at all hazands.
The Duchy must be sviaouated by Prossis,
or wir must ensue, These are the coneln-
slong  repsched l'j' the Frenah papurs, up te
our latest dutes by mall, and they second with
the uncertainty and apprehension felt in the
commercial ciroles of Kurope. We have had
itimations, by Atlantic Telegraph, of a plan
h}lhltlltlwl to the consideration of France snd

The Coming War,
“rom the World,

All the indications in Europe point to o war
this summer between France and Prussia.
The speeches in and out of Parlinment, the
newspapers,the state of trade, the stock lists,all
furnish evidence that the confliot is considered
inevitable. Not that the Emperor Napolaon
wants to fight; he would aveld it if Le conld
with honor. Personally, he is far from well,
his pymy is not prepared, the French needle-
guns are not yet ready, and the Exposition is
under way: but events will not wait. The
French people are in a passion of wonndéld
vational vauity, while Prussia is insolent, im-
perivus, and evidently determined to force o
fight., Bismurk seems to beof opinion that
blows from without are essential to the con-
solidation of the great German power he has
valled into being. He insists that France shall
not have Luxembourg, his King threatens the
French Emperor in a speech from the throoe,
while the needle-guns swarm on either bank
of the Rhiue,

But if war takes place, what then?
which side will victory incline? The event
alone can answer these queries. It is only
certain that the French Kmperor has had a
run of ill-luck for the past two years, while
fortune has favored lis rival,

Russia also seems to be uneasy, and not
unwilling to take sdvantage ofthe Luxembourg
imbroglio to seize Constantinople. Some of
the news we publish has a look that way.
At any rate, 1867 promises to be memorable
in the annals of Kurope,
